The Knights at horhe also sport a vocal Jock Stein 
Supporters Club, comprising local Scottish support- 
ers, named after the legendary manager that carried 
Celtic to their European trophy, 

‘The Scottish influence on Australian soccer is for- 
midable. For example, Australia’s goal keeper at the 
1974 World Cup, Jack Reilly, is Scottish born. 

He also became the first chairman of Carlton 
Soccer Club, whose club song is based on the Celtic 
tune, Another 1974 Socceroo is Scottish pedigree 
Jimmy Rooney, whose name bears the medal award- 
ed to the best player in the Victorian Premier League 
grand final. 

As a Croatian-backed club, the Melbourne 
Knights have aligned themselves with the 
Catholic side of the Scottish and Irish communi- 
ties in Melbourne in a bid to enhance their sup- 
porter base. 

The added incentive of embracing the famous 
hoops is the fact that former Knights striker 
Mark Viduka now nets goals for Celtic, 

Another Scottish exponent is Ken Murphy, 
who played for the Socceroos against his coun- 
try of birth in a World Cup qualifying match at 
Olympic Park in 1985, Murphy went on to 
coach the Melbourne Knights in the national 
league and currently coaches VPL club 
Fawkner, 

At Carlton, the Scottish connection carries a 
Major influence. Starting with Scottish forward 
Mike Conroy, a former St Mirren man, the 
Tartan line runs on. Coach Stuart Munro is a 
former Rangers man. So is defender David 
McPherson, a former Munro team-mate and 
Scottish international. 

About the fake Glasgow derby with the 
Knights, McPherson joked, “I was hoping I'd 
never see that (Celtic) strip again and I definite- 
ly didn’t expect to play against it in Australia.” 

The Gippsland Falcons count former Rangers 
midfielder Sandy Robertson in the squad, while 
the Canberra Cosmos signed two bag-pipers 
David Winnie and Brian Hamilton to boost their 
appeal. Popular Scot Bobby McLachlan is a for- 
mer Gippsland and Fawkner coach and has a 
development role with the Victorian Soccer 
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Federation. 

It may therefore be of no co-incidence that 
Australia’s soccer history will be recorded by two 
Australian academics of Scottish heritage. 

The Australian Research Council has provided 
them with a $71,000 grant over two years to write the 
history of Australian soccer, starting around the 
1850s to the present day. 

Roy Hay is a senior lecturer in economics and 
social studies at Deakin University, while Dr Bill 
Murray is a senior lecturer at LaTrobe University at 
the School of History in archeological and historical 
studies. 

Born in Glasgow, Murray wrote a major work on 
the world history of football (soccer) and is recog- 
nised for his book on Celtic and Rangers, called The 
Old Firm. 

“The Scottish contribution to football (or soccer), 
is out of all proportion around the world,” Murray 
said. “Scots are credited with getting the world game 
Started more so than the English in the early days.” 

A puzzling aspect of world football is that where 
the English ran colonies, the round-ball code didn't 
become the dominant sport, he said, 

“Soccer (football) is the most popular game in the 
world, except in the former English-speaking 
colonies where another form of football became the 
code,” Murray said. He pointed to the USA (grid- 
iron), and New Zealand and Australia where rugby 
and Australian Rules Football became the leading 
ball sports. 

Murray, who played his soccer in the 1960s and 
1970s in South Australia, joined forces with Hay 
because of their mutual love of the game and their 
numerous published contributions over many years. 

Only recently, Hay, whose grandfather played for 
Celtic in one of the best half-back lines ever seen, 
contributed a soccer chapter to an intriguing volume 
of essays, entitled “All Part of the Game, Violence 
and Australian Sport”. > 

Edited by Dr Dennis Hemphill, a senior lecturer in 
the School of Human Movement, Recreation and 
Performance, at the Victoria University in 
Melbourne, the book cover displays a characteristi- 
cally aggressive passage of AFL tackling. Inside, it 
delves into the social and historical aspects of sports

violence, including football, rugby, soccer and box- 
ing. 

‘The Hay and Murray book will focus on the social 
history of soccer in this country, It will examine “the 
migrant influence, ethnicity and naturalisation”, Hay, 
who’s also a soccer writer for the Geelong 
Advertiser, said. 

“Tt will examine the question why soccer has 
struggled to become the central code of football, 
which it has become virtually everywhere else in the 
word,” Hay said, 

Hay said soccer was “gaining in stature”. He cited 
South Melbourne's participation in the world cup for ” 
clubs in Brazil in January, the hosting of the 
Olympics, of which soccer is a major component 
nationwide, the qualification bid for the 2002 World 
Cup and the women’s World Cup in 2003 as standard 
bearers. 


Also president of the Australian Society for Sports 
History, Hay said he and Murray were keen to enlist 
the services of a “young research scholar with com- 
mand of the Croatian and Greek languages, who ide- 
ally also has a knowledge of the game.”

now determine how to best utilise this 
type of funding to ensure the long- 
term future of the club.

China who had so narrowly missed out on 
the 1999 World Cup crown by the skin of a 
penalty shootout loss to hosts USA. 

The same China who had annihilated defending 
champions Norway 5-0 in the World Cup 
semifinals. The very nation who had claimed the 
silver medal in the 1996 Olympic Games, and a 
team so highly revered the world over for their 
scintillating attacking Style and understanding of 
the game, superb skills, and lightning speed. 

And there in the green and gold corner was 
Australia, whose World Cup memories are so very 
far removed from that of their Asian Opponents, 
players only recently having recovered from the 
grieving process. 

Those of whom were at USA ‘99, that is - a 
mere eleven of this 18-member team who had 
made the trek to southern China.

Not only is this new formation something 
completely different to anything they have 
previously encountered, but they are being asked

‘The odds didn’t stack up well in the Matildas’ 
favour. Not that beating the Chinese was really 
ever the aim of the tour, although one never enters 
the field wanting to lose, 

“Tf you look at it, things are totally different,” 
explained National Coach Chris Tanzey. “From

pedigree Chinese, and yet not a true indication of 
the Aussies’ encouraging performances. After a 
tentative start, the Matildas took the game to the 
favourites, starting to recreate on the field that 
which they had been working at on the training 
pitch, 

Tt was starting to really come together, and it did 
work, only individual lapses and a little 
inexperience going against them. 

“We got more out of this tour than I expected. 
The few things we worked on at training we 
managed to put into practice, and our fitness has 
already picked up —these were major factors. Our 
performances were closer than the scorelines 
Suggest.” 

What the Matildas have come away with is 
something much more precious — a new 
confidence in themselves, in their team, and the 
new system.

Tealisation that “Hey, this works”, It gave them a 
belief in what we're doing. With everyone involve 
in playing a certain way, it gives you strength. 
You can see you are a wheel within a wheel when 
you see others doing it. 

“And the players actually learned during the 
course of the two games — there was a difference 
from the first to the second match which was 
another major factor. To take China on this early, 
over there in that pressure situation, has given the 
players the enthusiasm to keep working at what 
we're doing.” 

The tour, an unexpected invitation at very short 
notice, had tuned out to be the perfect solution at 
this stage of the program. Working at something 
So new on the training pitch day in day out, it can 
be difficult to appreciate its real worth and gauge 
one’s progress whilst it remains in the practice 
mode, 

The chance to actually try it out on the 
international stage in real match conditions has 
proved a priceless experience, 

With such a new mix, you would think there 
would be some chinks somewhere along the line, 
but Tanzey was pleased with the performance of 
every single member of the side. 

“Everyone on tour did well, including the new 
players — they did a great job. Even when 
Substitutions were made, the shape of the team 
never changed, so all the players had an 
understanding. Even those who had very little 
time with picked things up quickly, and I thought 
they also gave the team one or two different things 
too.” 

And not to forget, there are a number of more 
established players still to work their way back 
into the team, presently recovering from injury or 
away overseas. 

“It’s not just playing - it’s playing without the 
ball,” explained Tanzey of the new game plan. 
“It's understanding the game as a whole, not only 
knowing what your own job is. It’s not actually a 
new system, but it’s about giving them options of 
what they can do. We've actually been working 
too hard during the game - we've got to start using 
our head instead of our legs.” 

“We're starting to realise we don’t have to run

So much, and also that we can keep the ball. These 
two areas go hand in hand, The positions are new 
and the jobs within those roles are new too, 

“And this will all take a long time - we'll need 
all the days from now until the Olympics. It’s a 
Jong way to the finished product, but this is a good 
Start. The players have shown they are capable of 
Pretty big improvements.” 

“It challenges them a lot more to think about the 
game, which can have its downfalls in the 
beginning, but if we want to improve our 
knowledge and increase our options, then we've 
got to work through that. 

“We're not used to concentrating every minute 
of the game, and against good teams, you'll get 
punished.” 

There are a rare few nations who have beaten 
China, and for outsiders to look merely at these 
tesults and dismiss the exercise as a failure, proves 
they don't know their football. 

What this tour has done is help set up the 
Matildas on a bright path in the lead-up to Sydney 
2000.

So Soccer Australia is considering 
reducing the NSL to 12 teams for 2000- 
OI. No one yet knows how this will tum 
out but, undoubtedly, it won’t be pretty. 
This is particularly the case considering 
Soccer Australia’s inherent bumblings 
over past years. 

The whole notion makes one ask many 
questions, Why did they expand the NSL 
this year? Why did they permit a fourth 
team from Sydney’s west? And why 
allow a New Zealand side to enter the 
‘national’ competition that is still trying 
to consolidate its base? 

Before they had even played a game, 
the Parramatta Power were trumpeted as a 
team of the future much like the Northern 
Spirit and Perth. Early crowd figures 
Suggest that there is a long way to go and 


perhaps the example of the Collingwood 
debacle a few years ago has been ignored. 

Surely the emphasis should have been 
on strengthening Sydney’s traditional 
clubs rather than using Parramatta as a 
threat to their existence. 

Football fans can be fickle but I doubt 
that fans of an extinct Sydney United will 
immediately join the hordes of Power 
fans. One thing is for certain, Soccer 
Australia will be too embarrassed to cut 
Parramatta or Auckland. So we will 
witness the death of two other clubs. 

However, there is a part of me that 
can’t believe that the old Sydney clubs 
will be first on the chopping block. 

This honour could fall to the likes of 
Canberra, Gippsland, Wollongong and 
others, I fear that next year's competition 
could comprise something like five

Sydney teams, three from Melbourne, 
Perth, Adelaide, Brisbane and Auckland. 

Some national league! Should the NSL 
exist without a team from the national 
capital? 


Admittedly the Cosmos’ performances 
over recent seasons have been abysmal, 
but should they be cut just when they are 
showing signs of improvement? 

The loss of clubs like Newcastle or 
Wollongong would be just as tragic. SA 
must give the league representation in 
football communities in many areas of the 
country as possible. 

Soccer Australia, being Soccer 
Australia, don’t mind making their own 
jobs very difficult. How much easier 
would reducing the competition be if 
there had been 14 teams this year rather 
than 16. They could have then cut 
Gippsland (sadly, whose prospects for 
growth look slim) and reduced Sydney's 
teams from 4 to 3, perhaps through a 
merger.

TWO CONFERENCES ARE BETTER THAN TWO DIVISIONS 


Dear Sir, : 

It seems that Soccer’s worst kept secret is 
that there will be a second division 
introduced next season in the NSL, 

This will be to appease all the 
reformers wanting a faster pace of 
change, with a reduction down to 12 
teams in the Premier Division with maybe 
10 or 12 in the lower division, 

T hope I am wrong, but I don’t think a 
second division at the national level will 
work in Australia and New Zealand. We 
don’t have the tradition, history or 
culture, not to mention the shorter 
distances between cities, that European 
and British countries successfully deal 
with in second and third divisions. 

If the second division is stacked with 
mainly Sydney and Melbourne clubs just

to save costs, it will eventually alter the 
geographical spread and composition of 
the Premier Division once promotion and 
regulation takes effect over a number of 
years. 

Within 4 or 5 years we could end up 
with 10 out of 12 teams in the Premier 
Division coming out of both Sydney and 
Melbourne. 

Now what kind of a national 
competition would that be. It would not 
only lack credibility but also be a 
Taughing stock with the biased media in 
this country which will gladly sink the 
boot into soccer at every opportunity they 
get. 
It’s alright for Victorian Soccer 
Federation president Joseph Brondalino to 
give’strong Victorian clubs like Bulleen 


and Green Gully a chance to play in a 
Stronger competition at a higher level. 

But it won't do the game any good as a 
whole nationally if all the strength and 
power is concentrated in just Melbourne 
and Sydney. 

Ata time when other football codes are 
spreading out all over the country we 
have Soccer wanting to look inwards. 

‘What Bulleen and Green Gully need to 
do is join up or merge with Carlton and 
South Melbourne to make those clubs 
bigger and stronger on the national scene, 
if it is at all possible. 

Otherwise we should look at a two 
conference system which I mentioned 
earlier this year. 

The American model of the 
conferences is much better suited to 
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Australia, than Europe’s two or more 
division systems. Due to our large area in 
size plus our small number of large cities, 
it would be better to separate Sydney and 
Melbourne into separate conferences, 

As commercial television isn’t really 
interested in local soccer the benefits of a 
two conference system (North and South) 
with more local derbies in both Sydney 
and Melbourne, (and all teams still in 
with a chance of making the six team 
finals right throughout the season in a 
smaller conference of 10 or 12 teams) are 
greater than the loss of sponsorship 
dollars from two separate competitions. 

It would also maintain a proper 
geographical spread as both conferences 
are level in importance, whereas separate 


divisions are not. 

My worry is that the European model 
or way of running domestic competitions 
— that is promotion and relegation — 
will not work out here, 

Until our administrators wake up to 
that fact and be more adventurous, then 
the game could go backwards again. The 
success of the final six system, which 
many traditionalists don’t like, leads 
credence to what I just wrote, and 
therefore should be looked at seriously. 

The final six playoffs of finals is an 
American and Australian invention, not a 
“European or British one.

How hard has it been to leave home and head 
overseas on your own? 

Not all that hard really. I had been living away 
from home for a year already at the AIS and I’m 
‘one who enjoys living away from home. However, 
you do miss not seeing your family and friends but 
you get over it. At the end of the day it’s all worth 
it. It’s just one of the many sacrifices that you have 
to make. 

With the transition from a part-time player 
to a full time player...how difficult has it been? 

It hasn't been difficult. It's probably made it 
easier for me as now I don't have the hassles of 
schooling or needing casual or part time work to 
gel some money. It enables me to just concentrate 
on my football, 

Do the training methods differ much from 
here in Australia? 

They differ a little. They (English clubs) play 
more small-sided games and there is a lot more 
shooting practice, But there are still the same basic 
techniques used there as there is here, such as long 
balls, volleying, heading etc, 

What adjustments haye you had to make? 

The main adjustments are having to adapt to 
their style of play, which is a lot faster and more

physical but I feel I have adjusted quite well to 
that. The only other major adjustments are living 
adjustments but I havé been put up with a great 
family who haye treated me very well. So I have 
had no troubles in that area. 

Is there a lot of time spent on individual skill 
work? 

There is usually one or two sessions a week 
which are based on skill work, such as techniques 
of long balls or chipping or whatever. 

What type of skill training do they focus on? 

They focus on long balls, shooting and heading 
mostly. 

Are there a lot of small sided games built into 
your training sessions e.g. 2 on 3,7 on 5? 

Yes there are a lot of small sided games built 
into training. They tend to be 5 v 5 and 7 v 7 and 
they tend to focus on shooting and scoring goals in 
them. 

How does the fitness of a player here in 
Australia compare to the level of players 
playing in the Youth Premier League in the 


Luke Wilkshire: Biding his time in Middlesbrough's youth team.’ 
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UK? 

‘The fitness of players are quite similar both here 
and there. You need to be able to last the FULL 90 
minutes which most if not all usually do. 

How much time is spent on conditioning? 

Usually one or two sessions per week during the 
season, but apparently in preseason it’s every day, 

Would you give some examples of the 
conditioning work you do? 

Long 20 to 40 minute runs or a circuit like 
workout with activities. 

Are you expected or encouraged to do extra 
work by yourself? 

We are encouraged a little but I think it should 
be stressed a lot more as it is very important. The 
AIS stressed it to us players and it did a lot for us, 
It’s good to do individuals to improve on your 
weaker foot and to polish up on your good foot, 
you can always improve on something! 

_ Do you have a set weight programme? If so 
how many sessions per week? 

Yes, two sessions a week must be done and you

Monday - 2 sessions at 10am and 1.30pm, 
Tuesday - 1 session at 10am, Wednesday - 2 
sessions at 10am and 1.30pm, Thursday - College, 
Friday - | session at 10am. 

How many games do you play per week? 

It varies, but usually one but occasionally you 
have a catch up game or a youth cup match or 
whatever and you may play two or even three 
times a week.

activities? 

Monday - possibly small sided games, practise 
shooting and do some weights. 2 
Tuesday - split up and work separately — 
midfielders, defenders, strikers, 

Wednesday - small sides games, shooting and 
weights. 

Friday - team play, free kicks etc 

What about diet, is there any time spent on 
this part of your training? 

No not really, We may have a lecture once in a 
while about it, If someone is overweight they are 
then sent to the dietitian. As a professional you 
should follow a correct dietary plan yourself. 

Do you spend any time on motivation and 
goal setting at your level? 

Yes, motivation and goal setting are very 
important at any level, especially mine. If you're 
lacking motivation your game will drop 
immensely and without a goal you have nothing to 
strive for, nothing to really play for. Whether it is 
to make the first team or just to win your next 
game, you need some sort of goal, It can be short 
or long term or both, 

Is there any advice that you can give to a 
young player who would like to travel overseas 
to play soccer? 

Yes, just go for it! Give it your all and don’t let 
anyone get in your way, Stay focused on what 
YOU want and live out your dream!

TTALTANS FAIL AGAIN 


rmer AC Milan coach Arrigo 
R= believes the club’s shock 
Champions League exit has 
thrown a question mark over the status 
of Italian clubs in Europe. 

“This is not just a bad night for Milan 
this is a bad night for Italian football,” he 
said after watching the 3-2 defeat by 
Galatasaray on Wednesday. 

Four Italian clubs started European Cup 
‘campaigns but Milan’s departure follow- 
ing Parma’s failure to reach the group 
stage has left the country represented by 
Lazio and Fiorentina. 

Of the two survivors, Lazio are Italy's 
only serious hope in an expanded compe- 
tition they helped shape and had hoped to 
dominate. 

The disappointments follow last sea- 
son, when for the first time since the 
Champions League format was introduced 
in the 1992-93 season, no Italian club 
‘appeared in the final. 

Inter Milan and Juventus made the 
quarter-final and semifinal stages respec- 
tively in the last competition before losing 
fo eventual winners Manchester United. 

Those defeats prompted a re-evaluation 
of the balance of power between the 
Premier League and Serie A, but this sea- 
son's setbacks pose more difficult ques- 
tions> 

Parma lost to Rangers who have consis- 
tently struggled outside their own Scottish 
borders. 

Milan were eliminated after away 
defeats by unfancied Hertha Berlin, 
Galatasaray, and'two draws with Chelsea. 

There is general agreement that Milan 
are a pale shadow of Sacchi’s exciting 
1989 and 1990 European Cup winners and 
Fabio Capello's side who destroyed 


AC Milan’s Paolo Maldini. 


Barcelona 4-0 in the 1994 final. 

Current Milan captain Paolo Maldini, a 
player in victorious sides alongside the 
likes of Marco van Basten and Ruud 
Gullit, highlighted one of the current 
problems. “We played without personali- 
ty,” he said. 

Milan have badly missed the injured 
Zvonomir Boban, one of the few players 
who can turn a game with a moment of 
skill. 


Coach Alberto Zaccheroni has had no 
effective replacement and when 
Alessandro Costacurta was suspended for 
the game in Istanbul, there was no one of 
similar calibre on the sidelines, 

Lack of cover meant Maldini was 
forced to play through a painful toe injury 
and with George Weah’s’suspended for all 
but the final group H match, Zaccheroni 
had no attacking option on the bench.

uropean champions Manchester United 
EF: drawn last Friday against Valencia, 

Girondins Bordeaux and Fiorentina in the 
second phase of the Champions League. 

It is a relatively kind draw for United who should 
advance to the quarter-finals by finishing in one of 
the top two positions in group B. 

But they will be wary of all three teams, especially 
Fiorentina who effectively eliminated United's 
English premier league rivals Arsenal 1-0 at 
Wembley Stadium in the first phase. 

United’s only previous encounter with any of the 
three was against Valencia in the opening round of 
the UBFA Cup in 1982-3. 

‘The teams drew 0-0 at Old Trafford with Valencia 
winning the second leg 2-1 in Spain. 

Although United have not met Bordeaux before 
they have stumbled against French opposition in the 
recent past. 

They were eliminated from the quarter-finals two 
seasons ago by Monaco on the away goals rule and 
last month lost their 18-match unbeaten European run 
when they lost 1-0 at Olympique Marseille. 

United travel to Fiorentina for the opening match 
‘on November 23 and spokesman Ken Ramsden said: 
“We are very pleased. They are exciting teams and 
for us it is a benefit that they are easy to get to and 
from. 

“No one stands out in the group as exceptionally 
better than any of the others. | would say they are all 
equal. The competition should be outstanding.” 

Bordeaux president Jean-Louis Triaud said: 
“Marseille proved in the first phase that United are 
beatable, although they are clearly the team to beat in 
the group,” 

Coach Elie Baup added: “It's magnificent, we're 
going to play the three best championships in Europe 
- England, Spain and Italy. It’s a formidable chal- 
lenge for our team. 

“We're the Tom Thumb of this group but we love 
being in that position.”” 

Barcelona, joint favourites with Lazio to win this 
season's competition, were drawn against Sparta 
Prague, Porto and Hertha Berlin in group A. 

For Porto the draw provides them with a further 
two matches against Spanish opposition after their 
games against Real Madrid in the opening phase, 

They lost 3-1 to Real in Madrid but beat them 2-1 
at home before subsequently finishing second in the 
group behind the seven-times European champions. 

Lazio, the current Italian League leaders, were 
drawn to play Chelsea, Feyenoord and Olympic 
Marseille in group D.

HE HAS NO REGRETS 


Peter Schmeicel: Doesn't regret leaving Manchester United for Sporting Lisbon. 


anish goalkeeper Peter 
Schmeichel told a news 
conference to launch his 


230-page book, _ entitled 
“Schmeichel The Autobiography”, 
that he did not regret his decision 
to leave English champions 
Manchester United at the end of 
last season to join Portugal’s 
Sporting Lisbon, 

“No, on the contrary, I am very, 
very happy,” he said. 

“T am happy. I am not there (in 
England), I am happy I don’t have to 
play every Saturday and every 
Tuesday and Wednesday,” he said, 
underlining that he remained in close 
contact with his many friends at 
Manchester United and avidly kept 
abreast with the club’s results. 

Schmeichel, 36, said he felt com- 
fortable with the more leisurely pace 
and pleasant climate in Portugal. 

“I know what I would have felt 
like (in England). 1 know I would 
have been tired. | know I would hard- 
ly have been able to get out of bed. 

“T know the physical strain, I have 


done it for eight years,” he said. 

Although the book, written by 
Danish journalist Egon Balsby, 
touches on a number of controversies 
during the Dane’s illustrious career at 
Old Trafford, Schmeichel said posi- 
tive memories far outweighed the few 
negative incidents, 

An entire chapter is dedicated to a 
scandal in 1996 when Arsenal striker 
Tan Wright accused Schmeichel of 
racist remarks, 

“He was never to blame for what 
happened,” Schmeichel said, adding 
that the English Football Association 
had wanted “to use me as a scapegoat 
to promote their ‘kick racism out of 
football’ campaign.” 

In the book, he says he would glad- 
ly have supported the campaign if he 
had not become the focal point. 

“The Football Association want- 
ed Ian Wright and I to appear togeth- 
er in a picture shaking hands,” 
Schmeichel writes, adding he refused. 

“Tt would have made me look like 
a racist... am nota racist,” he told the 
news conference. 


“It would have made me look 


like a racist...I am not a racist” 
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TV footage of Schmeichel mutter- 
ing to himself after a bruising clash 
with Wright prompted, says the book, 
a TV viewer claiming an ability to 
lip-read to report to the police 
Schmeichel’s alleged racist remarks 
about his opponent. 

“T have tried to recall it but there is 
absolutely no way I can,” Schmeichel 
said when asked what he had mum- 
bled to himself. 

He said he could not even remem- 


ber if he had been fuming in English 


or in his native Danish. 

The charges were later dropped 
after a compromise, which the book 
calls “a piece of paper almost com- 
pletely lacking in content”. 

Schmeichel told the news confer- 
ence that he bore no personal grudge 
against Wright. 

Looking ahead, Schmeichel said 
that he had no medium or long-term 
plans. 

“Td like to play as long as I can, as 
Jong as I’m enjoying it (but) it has to 
be at the level where I am now,” he 
said.
